During the past year death has claimed two former town 
officers who served this community faithfully. 


CHARLES DANA WHITNEY 


Died in Memorial Hospital, Worcester, Saturday, April 1, 
1939, after an illness of only four days. He was born in 
Chicago, Ill., March 18, 1866 and was 73 years of age. He 
had resided in Millbury 58 years. In 1914 he assumed the 
duties as Town Clerk, succeeding the late Ira N. Goddard, 
and held the office until the time of his death. 


He was prominent in town affairs and was well known 
among all classes of people. He served on many important 
town committees and every good and worthy cause had his 
hearty support. 


His character and personality had impressed themselves, 
for so many years, upon the life of this community that he 
had become the embodiment of those civic aspirations and 
purposes which closely touched the welfare of the great 
majority of Millbury citizens. 


ROBERT F. BROWN 


Died suddenly October 2, 1939, at the age of 74 years. 
He was born in Sutton and came to Millbury when a young 
child. He was a Democrat in politics and was a member of 
the Democratic Town Committee for about 40 years. He 
served Millbury as Assessor for 27 consecutive years and 
also served in the Legislature from the 6th Worcester Dis- 
trict in 1911. 


He also served his town on several important committees 
that have been a betterment to the community.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the

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Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


To the Voters of the Town of Millbury: 


The Public Welfare Department submits the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1939. 

The report of the Charlton Home Farm Association will 
be found on another page of this book. 

During the year a total number of 385 cases representing 
1546 persons were aided. These cases were divided as fol- 
lows: 

240 cases with Millbury settlements 


40 ome Out-of- LOwils. 4 
pow: * No settlements (State)

We also cared for 7 cases at the Town Infirmary in Charl- 
ton. 
Under the Old Age Assistance Law 168 persons were 
aided as follows:

Under the Aid to Dependent Children Law 18 cases with 
51 persons were aided. 

We have about 20 girls and boys working under the Na- 
tional Youth Administration, and 6 boys are now in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps. 

Due to the short-time in our factories and the closing up 
of the Mayo mill, we had many more applications for Relief 
then last year. 

The W. P. A. has relieved us considerably in many cases, 
and at present we have 110 men working on W. P. A. and 
about 20 cases certified by us have not as yet been assigned 
for work. 

There has been a reorganization in the State Department 
of Public Welfare under the direction of David W. Arm- 
strong, and our town as well as other towns and cities in the 
ai! has new policies and procedures in administrating 
relief. 

All this has added a great deal of work to our local office, 
but if properly operated the town will benefit by the state 
reimbursements and federal grants, and we shall be able to 
provide for the needy in an efficient and humane way and 
with efficiency and economy in the use of the funds which 
are provided. 
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This year ends the administration of the Selectmen as 
the Welfare Board and I wish to extend to the Board of 
Selectmen my sincere appreciation for their loyal support 


and co-operation. .

The Committee on By-laws constituted by vote of the 
Town of Millbury at the 19389 Town meeting has fulfilled its 
duty and hereby respectfully submits its report.

It is my privilege to submit my report as Highway Sur- 
veyor for the year 1939. 

The Highway Department has continued the policy of 
having all work done of a permanent nature, always keep- 
ing in mind that whenever it was practical and consistent 
with economy, manual labor was given the preference over 
Machinery. 

May I be permitted to point with pardonable pride to the 
fact that there isn’t a street in Millbury that cannot now be 
traveled during any season of the year. 

The Highway Department has been operated efficiently 
and economically, and assistance has been rendered when- 
ever and wherever possible. 

The assistance and co-operation of all Town Officials was 
appreciated by the Highway Department. 

The co-operation of the W. P. A. with the Highway De- 
partment has been also greatly appreciated and with their 
assistance many new sidewalks have been built and we ex- 
pect to be able to build more in the future. 

Many more streets were made permanent in 1939 and it 
is my ambition to see all the streets in Millbury of a per- 
manent nature, thereby reducing materially the cost of 
maintenance.

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Report of Engineers of the Fire Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Engineers, appointed by your board met and organ- 

ized as follows: 
William D. Horne—Chief 
Joseph E. Army—First Assistant and Clerk 
Richard F. Gillert—Second Assistant 

During the year, No. 1 Company answered (41) Bell 
Alarms, (12) Still Alarms and (22) False Alarms. No. 2 
Company answered (40) Bell Alarms, (14) Still Alarms 
and (11) False Alarms. 

Our False Alarm record was reduced greatly this year, 
and we are looking forward to a better record next year. 
We are in hopes that False Alarms will be entirely elimin- 
ated next year. 

We have a fire loss to be proud of, and have been praised 
by all insurance companies and adjusters. The loss on 
buildings was $3,744.00, Insurance paid on buildings 
$3,210.00, Loss on contents $2,057.00, Insurance paid on 
contents $1,790.50. 

We purchased five hundred feet of new hose this year 
which we were badly in need of. A carrier on number one 
truck has been installed which enables us to carry our in- 
halator to all fires. The sooner this apparatus can be used 
on a person, the better chances are of saving a life. 

Our forty gallon chemical tanks have been changed over 
to a booster pump at a very small cost, and have proven 
very effective on inside fires. This small stream does very 
good work and almost eliminates our water damage en- 
tirely. 

In our appropriation this year, we have asked for enough 
money to purchase two new fire alarm boxes. One to be 
placed at Johnson Street, (city line,) and the other to be 
located near Singletary Nook as there are so many new cot- 
tages being built in this section, and nearest box is about 
three-quarters of a mile away. The town appropriated 
money to install two hydrants in this section, one near the 
entrance of the Harris & Son ice house and the other at 
Singletary Nook. The board feels that this will not materi- 
alize as the ice house is being razed and this will not call 
for a hydrant, but, with only one hydrant, this will not be 
enough revenue for the Water Company to extend the line. 
There being plenty of water in the lake, the Board recom- 
mends that a dry hydrant be placed in some good location, 
and this will give sufficient protection. 
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In case of fire, turn in the alarm as soon as possible and 
remain at the box until the fire department arrives, and 
then inform them as to the location of the fire.

On January l, 1939 we had five patients in the West Boyl- 
ston Sanatorium. There were four patients who entered 
during the year, five patients returned to their homes and 
one died. We have had many persons examined and x-rayed 
during 1939. 

Again this year, aS in years past, we held a clinic on 
diphtheria and scarlet fever and we are proud to say that 
it was neutral. ‘There were no cases of diphtheria in the 
town during the year. We also held a clinic for the care of 
the teeth of the school children. This clinic was attended 
by many. 

The Board of Health cannot investigate a complaint un- 
less it is in writing, signed by the complainant and mailed 
to the Board of Health.. 

All contagious diseases must be reported to the Board of 
Health whether you have a doctor or not. In doing this it 
would not only help us but would also help the community 
in which you live. If your child should have a contagious 
disease, kindly do not send him back to school unless he has 
a card from the Board of Health permitting him to return. 
We greatly appreciate the co-operation you parents have 
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given us in reporting all contagious diseases to us during

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From the preceding financial statement, it can be readily ascer- 
tained that the committee has effected substantial savings in the 
operation of the school department for the fiscal year ending Decem- 
ber, 31, 1939. 

It should be borne in mind, however, that out of the general appro- 
priation of ninety-three thousand dollars ($93,000.00) the greatest 
part thereof is spent for fixed charges. However, over one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) has been returned to the Town and it should be 
noted that high educational standards have been maintained and 
that no reductions have been made in any of the educational facil- 
ities. In fact, new permanent equipment has been added and many 
needed improvements made. 

The new equipment purchased during the year included a new 
amprosound motion picture machine and screen for visual education, 
an automatic slipsheeter for the mimeograph machine, a delta saw 
for the Industrial Arts Department and a mimeoscope for the Com- 
mercial Department. In addition to this much needed equipment, the 
School Committee, this year, filled a long felt need by providing 
portable bleacher stands to accommodate 500 persons to be used in 
Windle Field and in the Town Hall at basketball games. 

The improvements in the Millbury school buildings, during the past 
year, included completion of the painting of the interior of the High 
School, installing new front doors and the erection of a wire chain 
link fence in the rear of the High School property; minor repairs in 
the Burbank School included new cement stairs, walks and repairs 
on the roof; in the Dorothy Manor School, two new doors were in- 
stalled; and in the East Millbury School the front stairs were 
renovated. 

The committee, during the year, also fostered a more active and 
intensive program of vocational and educational guidance in the 
Junior and Senior High Schools under the supervision of the re- 
spective departmental heads. It has been felt that this move is in 
accordance with the more progressive ideas in education. The com- 
mittee was gratified, during the year, to learn that the Griffenhagen 
survey of the school department in Worcester recommended that 
similar steps be taken by that city. Also, the Vocational Guidance 
Conference held in the Fall of 1939, at Clark University, advocated 
that such instruction in guidance be followed in the secondary schools 
of Worcester County. 

We feel that the success of a school program can be determined 
only by the degree to which it reflects the needs, interest and ideals 
of the community it serves. Whereupon, this committee has tried 
to be responsive to the Town’s desires and aspirations. It believes 
that the community should know the progress which has been made 
and be completely familiar with the problems which must be con- 
fronted by the School Department. In this connection, it desires in- 
telligent discussions of school affairs, hoping that the proper enlight- 
ment which follows such discussions will be a powerful factor in 
securing support for its financial and progressive educational policies. 
Whereupon, we recommend that you read closely the reports by other 
members of the School Department which are printed herein. 

The school committee has confidence that with the continued codp- 
eration of the entire school staff and the hearty support of the 
Citizens of Millbury, that it can look forward to another successful 
school year.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my third annual report and the fif- 
tieth in the series of reports by the Millbury School Super- 
intendents. 


For many years the Millbury school system has enjoyed 
a high degree of success in moulding useful citizens for the 
community. Certainly the school is not the sole character 
building agency. It can train intelligent citizens, but it 
readily admits that to form strong moral character it needs 
the help of good home environment and the beneficial in- 
fluence of the Churches and other social agencies. We feel 
that we have these advantages in Millbury. 


Educators today insist that children learn by living. They 
learn a thing in the degree that they live it, and they can- 
not really learn it unless they live it. It seems that this 
has been the key to our success in character formation here 
in Millbury. Children come to us from hard-working and 
serious families. In the school we try to impress upon them 
the fact that education is a serious business. ‘To be success- 
ful in their studies they must from the lowest grades right 
through high school do an honest day’s work in accordance 
with their abilities. Useful subjects are not curtailed or 
omitted because they are difficult. The habit of taking cer- 
tain subjects merely in order to get a sufficient number of 
credits for graduation is discouraged. The pupil is urged 
to take those subjects which will best prepare him for work 
in a standard college if he thinks he will be able to attend 
college. Otherwise he is directed toward those courses 
which will be of immediate benefit in enabling him to earn 
a living once he has graduated from high school. This was 
the idea behind the inauguration this past year of the voca- 
tional guidance work under the direction of Mr. Higgin- 
bottom of the High School staff. 


Children also learn by imitation. We feel that the chil- 
dren of our school system are fortunate in having con- 
stantly before their eyes the example of a hard-working, 
patient, and sympathetic staff of teachers. Much of the 
credit for the success which we have in character formation 
should be given to the principals and teachers who year in 
and year out so loyally and thoroughly perform their ex- 
acting duties.

Master Achievement Tests 

During the past year a series of standard tests, called the Master 
Achievement Tests, widely used throughout the country, were con- 
ducted in all grades from the third through the eighth. The results 
of these tests were highly satisfactory. The subject matter used in 
the Master Achievement Tests was determined after a survey of the 
outstanding state and city courses of study, and of the newer text- 
books in each of the subject fields tested. The tests were prepared 
by the following authors, selected in consultation with Herbert B. 
Bruner, Professor of Curriculum Research, Teachers College, Co- 
lumbia University, for their knowledge and experience in the fields 
of curriculum research and testing: Arthur V. Linden, M.A., Cur- 
riculum Assistant, Teachers College, Columbia University; Katherine 
Lynch, M.A., Assistant Professor of Education, University of Buffalo; 
I, Keith Tyler, M.A., Bureau of Educational Research, Ohio State 
University, and Eleanor M. Johnson, Editorial Director, My Weekly 
Reader, formerly Assistant Superintendent of Schools in charge of 
Curriculum Revision, Lakewood, Ohio. 

The standardized scores for the Master Achievement Tests were 
established by testing from 7,000 to 9,000 cases on each grade level, 
The types of schools covered in this standardization included rural, 
county, consolidated, small village and town schools, and schools in 
cities of as high as 300,000 population. 

We found as a result of these tests that in all cases the children of 
the various grades attained the standard class average, and in many 
cases exceeded that average. These results certainly reflect credit 
on the teaching ability of our school staff. 

Many difficult problems of adjustment arose during the school year. 
In all these we are pleased to say that we received the full codpera- 
tion of the entire School Committee.

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High School Principal’s Report

I hereby submit my annual report as Principal of the Millbury 
High School. 

The continued increase in the enrollment of the last few years has 
presented an acute problem. In my report of last year I called 
attention to the fact and now wish to elaborate upon that statement. 
This year the Senior High School had the largest enrollment in the 
history of the school. In September there were 370 undergraduates 
and 5 post-graduates. This is 24 more pupils than the school has 
ever had, As you know there are desks for only 343 home room 
pupils. In order to meet this large increase, the laboratory, equipped 
only with*chairs, in so far as seating accommodations are concerned, 
had to be utilized this year, and post-graduates report only to their 
respective classes and then go home. If this problem were at its 
peak, the above solution would not be too alarming. However, this 
problem will become more acute in the next two years, as may be 
seen in the following figures which I have tabulated.

From the above table it is evident that a very serious problem of 
seating the incoming pupils for the next two years confronts us. 
I have tried to be conservative in my figures by deducting 10 percent 
to allow for a normal withdrawal. If all these pupils are to be housed 
in the Senior High School building, some drastic changes must be 
made in the present arrangements. I offer three solutions. 

First—The construction of an annex to be used as an auditorium. 
This solution has the following benefits: 

1. It makes available the present assembly hall which could be 
divided into two classrooms. 

2. It allows for an assembly hall large enough to accommodate 
all the students at the same time, which is not possible in 
the present assembly hall. 

3. It makes available suitable conditions for study pupils which 
under present arrangements is the greatest factor in con- 
tributing to poor recitations and poor study habits. 

Second—The use of the present auditorium as a home room and 
study hall. This plan has the following disadvantage:

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Third—The use of Room 14 as a classroom by transferring the 
classes of drawing and sewing, now held in this room, to the rear 
of the auditorium. This plan has the following disadvantages: 

1. It reduces the seating capacity of the present inadequate 
auditorium by at least 30 percent. 

2. It does nothing for the present congestion in the classrooms 
caused by pupils studying in the same room where class 
recitations are being held. 

In conclusion to the above, I wish to add that we in the Senior High 
School have felt the need for program changes, especially in the field 
of practical arts. However, limited space and the ever increasing 
enrollment makes impossible the fulfillment of any such ideas, and 
this again points to the practicality of solution number one. 

Several changes will be noted in the High School faculty. We re- 
gretted to lose the valued services of Miss Dorris Horne, Miss Grace 
Horne and Mr. John Ratigan and we wish to extend to them our 
sincere hopes of continued success in their new vocations, We also 
extend a hearty welcome to our new teachers. Mr. William Kinniery, 
who was Principal of the Burbank School, was appointed teacher of 
Geography, Economics, Law and History, to fill the vacancy made by 
the promotion of Mr. Raymond Shaw. Mr. Richard Kenary, a gradu- 
ate of Holy Cross College, class of 1939, and a former graduate of 
Millbury High School, was appointed teacher of General Science and 
Biology, which position was left vacant by the resignation of Miss 
Grace Horne. Miss Ellen Donovan, who was a substitute teacher last 
year, was appointed permanent teacher of Sophomore English, to fill 
the vacancy left by the promotion of Miss Mary Heslinga to the 
head of the English department, teacher of Junior and Senior English. 
which vacancy occurred when Miss Dorris Horne resigned. Mr. 
Raymond Shaw was promoted to the position of first assistant prin- 
cipal, head of the History department, teacher of History and Prob- 
lems of Democracy, which vacancy developed from Mr. Ratigan’s 
resignation. Mr. Shaw was also given charge of Public Speaking, 
Mr. Arthur Higginbottom, teacher of Chemistry, Civics and Physics, 
was promoted to the new position of second assistant principal and 
Guidance Counselor. 

The need for student guidance was early recognized and proposed 
by the school committee, A course in Guidance was instituted and 
successfully carried out in the Junior High School, under the super- 
vision of Mr. Harold Jannery. We are continuing this work in the 
Senior High School. Ideally, the highest aim of education is to obtain 
a full understanding of each student in order to adjust educational 
offerings to his needs so that he may be prepared for a role wherein 
highest achievement and satisfaction may be realized. As is so ably 
stated in the book, “Student Guidance Techniques’: Paterson, 
Schneidler and Williamson, “The Guidance Counselor is that person 
who attempts to obtain a picture of all the complex lines of influence 
which bear down upon the individual student, in order that the student 
may be helped to adjust to his present problems and to plan wisely his 
future activities.” In order to meet these varied student difficulties, 
the counselor renders a number of guidance services, namely: educa- 
tional guidance, vocational guidance, personal guidance, health 
guidance, and economic guidance. 

In conjunction with the guidance work, a series of standardized 
aptitude tests are being given to every pupil in the senior and junior 
high schools. In general, these tests are given to provide the ‘student 
with food for objective thinking about himself and his relations with 
some future vocation. In particular, they are given to aid the 
guidance counselor, teachers and administrators, to discover latent 
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abilities, to bring attention to endowments which might be capitalized, 
and disabilities which should be recognized and removed or remedied. 

The privilege of certification has again been renewed. Millbury 
High School has been approved in class A for the year 1939 by 
the Supervisor of Secondary Education, Mr. A. Russell Mack. It 
was approved last year by the New England College Entrance Cer- 
tificate Board for four years, until December 31, 1941. Millbury High 
School now has fifty-three graduates attending thirty-two institu- 
tions of higher learning, 

The awards made to the graduating class were as follows: Miss 
Eleanor Mongelio was presented the scholarship key offered by 
Becker’s Business College for receiving the highest average 1n com- 
mercial work during the Junior and Senior years; Miss Marion 
Johnson received the Citizenship Medal given by the Daughters of 
the American Revolution; Philip Duvarney was presented the 
Millbury Woman’s Club Scholarship Award of one hundred dollars. 

In the contest opened two years ago in the field of Art by the 
Millbury Woman’s Club, Dorothy Harwood won the first prize of five 
dollars, Frances Proteau won the second prize of two dollars, and 
Beverly McLean won the third prize of one dollar. 

This year among its extra curricula activities, Millbury High 
School has three new projects. The first project is the printing of 
the school magazine, the Reflector, in the high school, and another, 
the establishment of a newspaper, the Reflectorette. The printing 
of both of these papers is done by the pupils of the Office Practice 
classes under the supervision of Miss Margaret Donovan. Miss Ellen 
Donovan has charge of the arrangement and the literary work of 
these two papers, while Miss Alice Donohue has taken charge of the 
circulation department. This change has many advantages: it sup- 
plies an outlet for the varied abilities of the pupils in the English, 
Office Practice and Art classes; in particular, it enables the students 
to learn the fundamentals of journalism, and to put that which they 
have learned in theory into practice. The third new project is that 
of the formation of a class in Public Speaking, under the supervision 
of Mr. Raymond Shaw. Little need be said of the value of such a 
class, when one considers the many fields in which the pupils taking 
this work may enter and be called upon to use the principles and 
fundamentals that they will receive in Public Speaking. An excellent 
Aftermath was again produced under the guidance of Miss Margaret 
Donovan. The following clubs have completed a prosperous and en- 
joyable year: The Dramatic Club, under the direction of Miss Mary 
Heslinga; The French Club, under the direction of Miss Gertrude 
Glovér; The Glee Club, under the guidance of Miss Katherine Bowe; 
The Stamp Club under the supervision of Mr. John Ratigan and Mr. 
Hector Little. When Mr, Ratigan left, Mr. Little, although not a 
member of our teaching staff, graciously consented to take over 
this duty. 

The customary excellent work of training our athletic teams was 
continued by Mr. Martin Roach and Miss Mary Sullivan.

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Report of Supervisor of Physical Training

Dear Mr. Shea: 

I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Physical Educa- 
tion in the Millbury Public Schools. 

The first lesson of the year in the grammar schools is devoted to 
the examination of the children’s posture; the same is true for the 
girls in the High and Junior High Schools. Extreme cases are re- 
ported to Miss Stafford, the School Nurse, and those less serious are 
corrected at the examination. In addition, good posture is stressed 
in every lesson. 

The Physical Education Program in the grammar grades consists 
of folk dances and singing games in the lower grades and games 
and corrective exercises in the upper grades. Mr. Martin Roach 
conducts classes for the boys in the High and Junior High Schools. In 
the Junior High School the period is divided in half, one half for 
exercises, the other half for games, such as basketball, volley ball, 
tenniquoit, and softball. The program for the High School girls is 
similar, but more strenuous exercises and activities are given be- 
cause the majority or about two-thirds of the girls are wearing rom- 
per suits for gym classes. In regards to the gym suits, I would like 
to mention the codperation of the sewing department under Miss 
Massei. The making of the gym suits has now been included in the 
program for the eighth grade girls,’ thereby insuring that every 
girl will own a suit on entering the High School, as well as saving the 
parent the expense of buying one. 

The High School girls are now offered three sports, basketball, field 
hockey, and tennis, There was no varsity basketball team this past 
year because the Town Hall was not available, but in its place the 
girls played inter-class games after school with twenty-six girls par- 
ticipating. Thirty girls answered the call for field hockey and six 
games were played. Although tennis is not played in competition 
with other schools the girls are given an opportunity of learning the 
game and in May and June, a tennis tournament is played. 

The Physical Education Program concluded with a Play Day held at 
Windle Field in May, with every child in the school system taking 
part. The morning was given over to the grammar grades and the 
afternoon to the Junior and Senior High Schools, with Mr. Martin 
Roach conducting the boys’ part in the program. The Play Day Pro- 
gram was in a large degree the work of the teachers and I would like 
to express my thanks to them for their helpfulness and willingness to 
cooperate. 

I would like to thank you, Mr. Shea, and all others who have co- 
operated with me.

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Report of Supervisor of Sewing

Dear Sir: 


My annual report as Supervisor of Clothing in the Millbury Schools 
is hereby submitted. 

Clothing is now taught in the Junior and Senior High Schools. 
The benefits of this course are becoming more and more evident each 
year. All girls should know at least the fundamentals of sewing so 
as to be of help to themselves and in their homes. 

In the seventh grade the girls start by learning the basic stitches. 
While learning these stitches, they apply them in a practical manner 
to their sewing kits, which they later use in the eighth grade and 
High School. These’kits consist of a sewing bag, pin cushion and 
needlecase—all made from one yard of material. Then, if time 
allows, guest towels are made on which they put fancy hemstitching: 
and embroidery. At the end of the year the sewing machine and its 
parts are studied in preparation for next year’s work. 

As all the work in the eighth grade is done by machines, the actual 
running of the machines, both treadle and electric models, is studied. 
and practiced very carefully. While doing this, they construct dif-. 
ferent type seams which they will have to use later. (When they 
have become sufficiently familiar with the operation of the machines, 
they make a lingerie set. This set is made with the aid of commercial 
patterns studied prior to their actual use. Hach year we try to in- 
troduce a new idea in sewing. This year the eighth grade girls will 
make their own gym suits to be used next year in the High School, 
thereby saving the expense of buying them, 

By the time they get into High School, they should have a good 
foundation in the technique of sewing to go on to the more advanced 
work. More stress is then placed on fitting, style suitability and 
confidence in their own ability. If more time could be devoted to 
High School sewing, we could have a fuller program taking in more 
phases of clothing such as, the study of materials and how they are 
manufactured, the agents for cleaning garments and consumer: 
education. 

I should like to take this opportunity to say I enjoy working here 
and appreciate the help and codperation given me by parents and 
teachers and the many kindnesses shown me by you, Mr. Shea.

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Report of School Nurse

Dear Mr. Shea: 


I hereby submit my annual report as School Nurse for the Millbury 
Schools. 


The School health program is evidence of a definite progress in 
health education. 


The Pre-School clinics, which we feel are a very important part of 
the school health program, were held in June at the High, East 
Millbury, Dorothy Manor, and Burbank Schools. Seventy-eight chil- 
dren, several of whom were accompanied by a parent, reported for 
examination. The parents’ presence gives the doctor an excellent 
opportunity to explain about the defects found. Many corrections 
were made following these clinics. 


The Dental clinic continues its good work. It would be impossible 
for many children to have dental work done if they did not have a 
clinic to attend. Fifty clinics were held from January 1 to Decem- 
ber 1 and the following work was completed: Six hundred permanent 
teeth were filled, one hundred and seventy prophylaxis, eighty-nine 
deciduous teeth extracted, twenty permanent teeth extracted, and fif- 
teen teeth treated. 


All children of the East Millbury, West Millbury, and Dorothy 
Manor Schools, because of the distance from the clinic, had their 
teeth examined and a notice of defects found was sent home. Parents 
were asked to take their children to their family dentist. If they 
were unable to do so, we arranged to have them come to the clinic. 
One forenoon was given by Dr. Hennebery, gratis, for these exam- 
inations. 


The clinic for retarded and problem children will be held soon by 
Dr. L. O. Farrar and his staff. The histories for this clinic have been 
taken and school tests have been given to eleven children. 


The annual physical examinations are complete through the eighth 
grade. Although many defects such as tonsils, adenoids, and carious 
teeth were found, many corrections were noted at these examinations. 


Through the local sale of Christmas Seals and pins, we were able 
to send three girls to Sterling Health Camp for eight weeks. All 
gained in weight and returned in excellent condition. 


Health Day was observed in June at the Windle Field. Three hun- 
gevepr ss who received dental certificates marched in the health 
parade. 


_We are again grateful for the assistance the Kiwanis Club has 
given us. Seventeen children had tonsils and adenoids removed, and 
four children had their eyes examined by an oculist and were given 
glasses. Transportation was furnished by members of the Club. 
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The annual eye test has been given and all pupils have been 
weighed. 


The physical records are complete, and the notices of defects have 
been sent home. 


Home visits and personal interviews were made throughout the 
year. 


Periodical inspection for cleanliness and sanitary conditions has 
been made in all schools. 


There has been a definite improvement in all the schools in regard 
to pediculosis and personal cleanliness. 


I am grateful for the new cot for the Junior High School, and for 
the new scales for the Union and Burbank Schools. However, we do 
need more of these standard scales and an audiometer for correct 
ear testing. 


I wish to thank you, Mr. Shea, the principals, teachers, and all 
who have assisted me with the health work.

I wish to submit my annual report as supervisor of Industrial Arts 
in the Millbury Public Schools. 

Junior High School boys now have the opportunity to view several 
fields of practical work through the introduction of a course in Home 
Mechanics. 


The teaching units in this course center about the essentials of 
home maintenance which include many mechanical repairs and ad- 
justments. : 


Typical learning experiences include use and care of hand tools, 
simple repair and adjustment of plumbing and electrical devices, 
metal articles and other home furnishings. 


A general woodworking course is taught to boys in the Junior High 
School and High School. This is also a comprehensive unit course 
which provides accurate experiences in studying woods and changes 
that can be made in them with tools. Each boy has a regularly 
assigned work station where he does his benchwork. He uses the 
machines, and the assembling and finishing facilities, as occasion 
arises. 


With the introduction of a modern circular saw a greater variety 
of operations and an added degree of accuracy is offered to boys in 
High School. 


Mechanical Drawing as an elective subject is taught to those 
students in High School who are interested in learning the drawing 
skills embodied in this course. All work done is of practical nature 
and includes a large number of drawings used in woodworking. 


The general teaching units offered in our drawing department are: 
Lettering, care and use of drawing equipment, orthographic projec- 
tion, freehand sketching, making and reading working drawings, 
machine drawings, architectural drawing, and perspective.

Schools. 


In the Grammar Schools Rote songs are taught in the first and 
second grades to develop pitch perception, rhythmic feeling and melo- 
dic consciousness. The second grades use music books after a certain 
number of Rote songs have been learned to familiarize them with the 
coordination of notes and words. From the third through the sixth 
grades the basic fundamentals and the theory of music are taught 
step by step. Music is a part of the daily program. The seventh and 
eighth grades have music twice a week. Harmony and interpretation 
are added to the course to cultivate a taste for and appreciation of 
good music. 


The Seniors have music one period a week, at which time more 
advanced harmony and the singing of four part songs aid in devel- 
oping a further love and understanding of musical motives and the 
joy and pleasure it offers through life. 


The Glee Club, which is selective, has a membership of over 90 
voices and rehearses one period a week. The development of vocal 
skills, hte quality, true intonation and perfect articulation are 
stressed.

In High School and Junior High the Art Course is planned to build 
and enrich the aesthetic experience through exercising the creative 
ability and imagination through training in design, and development 
of skill to produce beautiful and worthwhile things. 


The Art Course gives opportunities: 
1. for creative self-expression. 


2. for eer ee standards of taste—personal, domestic and 
civic, 


3. for study of master pieces by famous painters, thus broad- 
ening cultural background. 


4, to acquire Art knowledge which will enable students to make 
useful things during leisure time. 


The making of Animal Posters was limited to the High and Junior 
High Schools because of a new regulation made by the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals limiting the awards. 
This regulation became effective in 1939.
